Bike Patrol

Just when you thought two groups on opposite 
sides of an issue couldn’t come to a reasonable com¬ 
promise, the dog people and the baseball people 


come 

along and restore your faith in humanity, and yes, 
even in Sierra Madre. Last week, the two groups 
seemed miles apart when the Parks and Recreation 
Commission took testimony on their struggle over 
Dapper Field; Tuesday’s anticipated continuation of 
that dispute was instead a display of the effectiveness 
of calm negotiation. 

Steve D’Auria, spokesman for the “dog people,” 
said simply that his group had “forged an alliance with 
the baseball people,” that the baseball people had ad¬ 
dressed the needs of the dog owners, who in turn had 
addressed the concerns of the Pony/Colt contingent. 
He asked that the City Council simply table the mo¬ 
tion, and direct staff to continue the search for an al¬ 
ternative venue for a dog park. D’Auria’s suggestion 
for a possible site was the area to the south of the 
basketball courts at Sierra Vista Park, with a 4-5 foot 
fence around the perimeter. 

Mike Emm, Pony/Colt League President, con¬ 
curred with D’Auria’s sentiments. “I feel we can 
come together and solve this problem,” Emm said. He 
noted that he was “OK with the status quo in the in¬ 
terim,” and expressed the desire for more time to be 
spent searching out a separate dog facility. 

Perhaps Councilmember Kris Miller Fisher hit on 
one of the reasons for an easy compromise: unlike a 
dispute between smokers and non-smokers, the Dap¬ 
per Field Debate has much common ground. Several 
residents have both kids and dogs. 

The Council unanimously voted to table the issue 
and direct staff to bring back more information con¬ 
cerning dog parks, and a possible alternative location. 
The Council, D’Auria, and Emm were applauded by 
those in attendance. 

D’Auria said after the meeting that it was while he 
was trying to gather signatures on a petition that he 
realized he was on the wrong track. “I scrapped the 
petition. Threw it away. I went over to John Capoc- 
cia’s (Field Maintenance Director for SM Pony/Colt) 
house. He was having breakfast. I sat down with him, 
and we talked, and in two hours, we had an agree¬ 
ment,” D’Auria said. 

D’Auria noted that meeting was the first time he 
had sat down to discuss the issue with a Pony/Colt 
representative. “Prior to that, everything was action- 
reaction,” D’Auria said.

It’s 
yery common in cities that 
haye patrols that their bi¬ 
cycle officers will ride up 
to a crime in progress and 
actually arriye on the scene 
without the suspects flee¬ 
ing, because they simply 
didn’t know they were be¬ 
ing approached by offic- 
rs,’’ 

iri Alflblller aspect Is the 
accessability to the public. 
Abbott notes that studies 
haye found that bicycle of¬ 
ficers are not only consid¬ 
ered more approachable 
than officers in patrol cars, 
but also than foot officers. 
Abbott is excited about

Hayes “made a big thing of 
it, and mumbled some¬ 
thing about the City being 
inyaded.” According to 
Macias, it was on their way 
out of the park that Hayes 
made the remark about 
running the Mexicans out 
of town, only heard by her 
15 year old son, who told 
Hayes and Dayidson to 
“shut up.” 

According to Hayes, 
when he left Memorial 
Park, to his mind the situ¬ 
ation had ended. It was 
only after talking to a 
Chamber of Commerce 
official an hour or so later 
that he learned the matter, 
an argument oyer the 
blocking of access to the 
sidewal “had become a 
racial issue.” 

“That’s a good way to 
ruin a Wisteria Day, and it 
certainly ruined mine,” 
said Hayes, who went 
home, then receiyed a 
phone call from Dayidson 
who said, “This isn’t going 
away. It’s getting worse.” 
In an effort to smooth the 
situation oyer, Hayes re¬ 
turned to Memorial Park, 


is too critical, for one 
thing. To augment the ex¬ 
isting service of the De¬ 
partment, however, bike 
patrol is the way of the fu¬ 
ture.

where he was greeted by a 
group led by Macias, and a 
camcorder. While apolo¬ 
gizing for the dispute, he 
learned that the only thing 
acceptable to Macias 
would be an apology for 
ethnic slurs. 

“I ask the City to con¬ 
sider what you know of 
me,” Hayes added. “I 
would not use ethnic slurs, 
and I certainly would not 
introduce myself as the 
Mayor, and then use ethnic 
slurs. If I had done that, I 
would have apologized 
and immediately re¬ 
signed.” Hayes concluded, 
“I can’t apologize for 
something I didn’t say. To 
apologize would be a dis¬ 
service to me, to the way I 
was raised, and to John 
Davidson, because I’d be 
calling him a liar.” Hayes 
called the event the second 
worst thing that had ever 
happened to him, next to 
the death of his mother. 
Hayes received a standing 
ovation from a capacity 
crowd. 

Councilmember Glenn 
Lambdin went to the podi¬ 
um to speak as a citizen, 
saying, “I would put my 


reputation on the line as a 
citizen and a business 
owner. John Davidson and 
Doug Hayes are two of the 
most honest men I know.” 
He added that he found it 
“disgusting that someone 
would exploit the inno¬ 
cence of children to pro¬ 
mote their own agenda,” 
and concluded “I don’t 
believe this is true.” 

Comments from the 
crowd included “support 
and confidence (in Hayes 
and Davidson),” “don’t 
believe it for a minute,” 
“beyond belief,” and “in¬ 
conceivable.” 

While an upset Macias 
said afterward “We’re not 
going to let this stop. 
We’re going to pursue 
this,” she did not elaborate. 
Elizabeth Rodriguez’ hus¬ 
band, Humberto, said “I 
believe he’s a good man, 
but he’s lying.” 

Davidson said Tuesday 
afternoon that a full inves¬ 
tigation into the incident 
was being conducted by 
Reverend Michael Bam¬ 
berger, and should be con¬ 
cluded shortly. He also 
stated that he was no more 
than two and one half feet 


from Hayes throughout the 
confrontation, and that the 
way it was related by Ma¬ 
cias was simply false. 
“Yes, he (Hayes) was up¬ 
set when he was directed, 
not asked, to leave the 
area, but at no time did he 
say anything racial or eth¬ 
nic,” Davidson said. He 
also noted that a major 
concern was that senior 
citizens and blind students 
from CLIMB were being 
directed off of the side¬ 
walk and onto a dirt path, 
which he called “unaccept¬ 
able.” 

“Ms. Macias was ex¬ 
tremely rude throughout 
the entire situation. She 
demonstrated a complete 
lack of consideration for 
the park visitors, and came 
back in a public forum to 
lie about what took place. 
It was an extremely unfor¬ 
tunate situation that I 
would never want to be 
repeated for myself or any¬ 
one else.” 

Davidson also noted 
that Sunday was one of the 
worst experiences of his 


was “one of the most pos¬ 
itive experiences in my 
20+ years of municipal 
service. The citizenry at 
the City Council meeting 
was a tremendous group of 
people, and I truly appreci¬ 
ated their support and par¬ 
ticipation.” 

The last word belonged 
to 13 year old Erika Levoe, 
who asked her mother to 
drive her to Cith Hall. “I 
was watching on TV, and 
I thought you needed a 
hug,” said Levoe, who 
promptly strolled around 
to Hayes’ seat and gave 
him one. 

“Believe who you want 
to believe,” a frustrated 
Hayes said at one point. 
There was never any doubt 
Monday night whom the 
citizens of Sierra Madre 
believed.

Finding more than the 
Easter Bunny at the 
Mater Doiorosa

For the first time, on Good Friday last year, I went to 
the outdoor Stations of the Cross at the Mater Dolorosa 
Retreat Center in Sierra Madre. Having read about it in 
the Sierra Madre News, I decided to see what it was 
about. I was a bit hesitant to attend as I had read more 
than a thousand people come to the event each year. 
Being one to avoid crowds, I didn’t know if it was go¬ 
ing to be something I would enjoy. But something in 
me wanted to find a way to make Easter seem like more 
than just celebrating the Easter Bunny. I also wanted my 
children to think more about its’ religious significance. 

My children were less than enthusiastic about going. 
When we got to the Retreat Center, a crowd of about 80 
people had gathered, waiting for a Passionist priest to 
take them on a guided Station walk. Though there were 
small groups of people praying at the various Stations 
on their own, I felt we should join this group for a guid¬ 
ed tour, as I had no prayer book and didn’t know quite 
what to do. My children and I felt uncomfortable wait¬ 
ing in the large crowd of unfamiliar faces. My son, who 
was seven at the time, became restless and decided to 
grab the jacket I was holding from my arm. Then he 
began to swing it at me. As the zipper from the jacket 
inadvertently hit my head, my daughter joined in the 
merriment by moaning with boredom. At that moment, 
two women I knew from my children’s school appeared 
with their sixth grade daughters. Literally, my prayers 
had been answered. They asked if we would like to join 
them for a private Station walk. My children and I hap¬ 
pily agreed to join them. 

My friends had brought their own Marion prayer book 
to read at each Station. They suggested that we all take 
turns reading at different Stations. To my pleasant sur- 
niy children both took the occasion very serious- 
lyrThey heldThelrhJaTas: clasped with reverence for 
what we were doing. My daughter, who was nine, ca¬ 
pably read her passage. When my son read his passage, 
his sister stood by his side to offer help with words he 
didn’t know. As he was using both hands to hold the 
prayer book, she placed her fingers under the words to 
help him keep track of where he was. Seeing this made 
my heart melt. Watching the two teenage daughters read 
their passages also gave me a sense that the world can 
be right, as they were partaking earnestly in something 
not part of their social scene. 

Then it came time for me to read. Nervously, I began 
to say the words aloud at the Station where Jesus is 
scourged, concentrating on each word so as not to mess 
up. For the first time, perhaps, in my thirty-nine years, 
I actually related to His pain and the cruelty that He had 
to endure. Though I heard my voice choke with emo¬ 
tion I managed to keep the words coming out of my 
mouth. Tears began to well up in my eyes. It was a very 
emotional moment. 

As mothers, my friends and I shared a very close time 
with our children, while walking from Station to Station. 
We exchanged hugs, or held hands. Words of encour¬ 
agement and praise were shared, as was laughter when 
we had to look to our children to guide us to the next 
Station. A particularly funny moment occurred as we 
mothers headed to the Station where Jesus is buried 
before going to the Station where He dies on the cross. 
One daughter reminded us, “Doesn’t Jesus have to die 
first, before He is buried?” A mother replied, “What can 
I say. I’m just a convert.” As teenager eyes rolled, we 
all laughed before resuming our serious mood for the 
next Station. 

After the last Station, we said goodbye to our friends 
from school. With smiles on our faces, my children and 
I walked down to our car. My daughter said, “That was 
fun. Let’s do this again next year.” Heading home in the 
car I felt warm inside, knowing, that year, Easter was 
going to mean more than just a visit from the Easter 
Bunny.
